The cinema is the only form 
of ‘art in which censorship in 
this cauntry consistently distin- 
guishes between what is per- 
mitted to un adult and what is 
permitted to his children. 
Nobody could. have prevented 
you from taking your child to 
the theatre to see “A Streetcar 
Nomed Desire’; but although 
on its pussage to the screen the 
plece has been © slightly disin- 
fected, you may not take him 
to see the film. It is worth con- 


'gidering what are the special 


dificulies which 
enema into a 
differen: in kind 
the theatre. 


’ NO.STATE CENSORSHIP 


We have no State censorship 
of films. The. Britlsh. Board of 
Film Censors was sect up in 1912 
at the -request of the film’ 
indu3iry iGclt; 13 purpos> |waos 
to confer respectability on that 
vagabond the cinema cond, as 
Rachael Low puts it In the third 
volume of her excellent “History 
of the British’ Film)” “to protect 
the trade from harassing, local 
variation in the definition of an 
‘undesirable’ film." ‘Local 


-fore2 the 
censorship 
from that of 


' authorities had and still have the 


power to license public cinemas 
and say what may or may’ not 
be projected in them, After a 
long struggle the Board won 
general acceptance of Sts certi- 
ficates. But a local authority 
can still reject a film passed by 
the Censor or give consent for 
the exhibition of one he has 
rejected. The Board has often 
been more liberal than the local 
authorities. But in trying to sect 
a standard for the majority it 
has in the post neglected the 
needs of the minority. . 


The elnema is always open to 
moral attack; fram the Churches, 
from magistrates, headmasters, 
parents and dichards of no 
particular -occupation, Any- 
body who sees a Jittle boy fight-. 
Ing in the strect may blame the 
cinema, os if there had been no 
young ruMfians before 1895. 

There were at first two certi- 
ficates: U films suitable for all 
audiences; A - films which 
children might not see unless 
taken by an adult; later a 
category was added from which 
children were excluded alto- 
gether: H for horrific. “But 
‘children have @ way of finding 
complaisant adults ta take them 
to the cinema. And here comes 
the difference. between screen 
and stage.- Children don’t go 
alone to. the theatte; but by 
tradition they-can go by them- 
selves to the cinema; I myself 


remember, once I had got over to! 


on early revulsion from the 
screen, trotting off with a friend 
to some pieces.’ which, {f not 
exactly rarc, were at any rate 
curious. As- for the printed 
word, the book “undesirable” for 
childreri -!3 often just “that: 
undesirable. I’ doubt whether 
any child would desire to wadu 
through “From . Here to. 
Eternity." ‘The cinema‘ Js easier 
to understand, harder to forget,

European countries « have 
thelr own form of X certificate. 
Holland, Belgium, Italy, Western 
Germany, the Scandinavian 
countries and France oll control 
the films which children miay 
see, ‘ 


‘It is significant: that people 
should complain when every 
film programme fn London is not 
designed for audiences under 
sixteen years old.. We don’t, 
(except at Christmas) order the 
stage for the benefit of children; 
but until the censorship adopted 


its present enlightened pollcy we, 


did so order the screen, And 
then the high-and-mightics at- 
tack- the - cincma -for- - being 
childisht It can be little else as 
nq as-we refuse to cdmit to 
it the adult subject ond the odult 
comment. Now the Censor has 
made a first ‘step towards ollow~ 
ing it in this country to become 
adult. The X certificate’ Is, 
paradoxically, a relaxation of 
censorship, not a new restriction. 
I for one am thanklul for it,
